Four DODGE, la., July 7.—Seventy- 


lour people are dead, at least five more 
to die,nnd over 100 injured, is the reaulfc 
of the cyclone that started at Quimby 
nnd ended with awful results at Fome- 
voy last night. 


At the latter plnce forty are dead, over 


100 injured and five blocks of residences 
ilcmoliHhed.

kindling wood. 


Two hundred families are homeless, 


many having lost all. 


fiusinces hlocka are badly damaged 


and the postoflice, drug stores and seven 
churches are completely 
demolished. 


In Pomcroy the damage will reach 


fully $50,000. 
All 
is chaos there. 


Residents still alive arc in a dazed con- 
dition and it is very dilticult to yet any 
Information. 


The storm came from the northwest, 
and did terrible work in literally one 
minute's time. 


Immense damage is done to crops^uul 


the path of the storm is strewn with the 
carcasses of animals. 


In every direction there is nothing 
but wreck ami ruin. 


Immediately after the storm passed 
the cries and moans of the injured and 
dying were heartrending, and willing 
ones began the work of rescue. Their 
work was sickening, as the people were 
found to bu literally turn to pieces, some 
with legs or anus gone, others suffering 
from terrible wounds with the life oon- 
iiu* out.

Mimy of the dead are no disfigured 


that they are unrecognizable. 


The old postollicc has been turned into 


a morgue, and at one time con tinned 
twenly-eix bodies. 


Good templars' hall and the hotels 


were turned into hospitals, where every 
effort was made to relieve the unfortu- 
nates.

A vcar ol-l baby was found on the out- 


skirts of the ruins, entirely divested of 
clothing, uninjured, 


M, F. Mullens' family and live neigh- 


bors saved themselves by going into a 
uyckine cave, but their homes were com- 
pletely demolished. 


Many dead were found long distances 


from their residents, and standing 
housoH had boards driven through them 
by l.lie force of tho winds. Trees in the 
path of the t-tonn were stripped even 
of their bark, and nothing escaped in- 
jury. 


i'omeroy was a thriving town of 1000 


inhabitants. 


The list of the dead is still incomplete. 


.Reports Doming in from the country 
show Unit the number of dead will he 
swelled to at least eighty. 


Tonight the scene around Pomoroy is 


hcartrendering. In the poslollico Imild- 
^^ng dead bodies arc beiny gathered and 
^R-iends coming to identify them make 
^^he scene beyond tho power of the most 


graphic pen to picture. 


Home of the bodies arc literally torn 


in two, others with pieces of boards 
thrust through them, heads smashed, 


. limbs torn off and some so badly dis- 


figured that they can only bo recognized 
by their clothing or some trinket. 


The wounded are being cared for in 


the different hotels, nnd those who wero 
fortunate enough to have their homes 
spared opened them to tho injured, and 
nil t'i»*„ careful nursing and the best 
medical assistance can do is being dona 
for them. The property destroyed will 
amount to $(500,000.

CHICAGO, July 7.—The morning mists

bered that ho had not had breakfast. 
He ordered the girl to prepare a meal, 
and with one foot resting on the head of 
the murdered mother, he ate his break- 
fast, and then pulling out his watch, 
said, "Well, 1 did the whole lot inside 
of thirty minutes." 


His immediate thirst for blood being 


appeased he took the girl and curried 
her 
to 
a 
barn, tied her 
firmly 


with a rope and returned 
to tlio 


house where he searched until be 
found the valuables the family possessed, 
a gold watch and $50 in money, which 
he took nnd then lied. 


Tho only motive for the crime, was a 


slight dispute which had occurred over 
wages.

EDITOR REI'L-ULICAN.—There are two 
larties interested in marketing raisins, 
'he producer or grower and the packer 
vho is also commission merchant. 


The former began expending money 
evernl years ago by buying land and 
limiting vines. His outlay during say 
ivc years past he hopes from five years 
uture crops to get back. This means 
,en years worry and work. 


Tliu packer and commission party in- 


•esta liis money in a packing house and 
;s equipments and is able to begin bust- 
ices within :i few months with very lit- 
le work or worry. While he makes ad- 
a IT ce in i. 
1 n la (or Imlf the value of (he 


rop lie has the whole crop of raisins in 
ia bunds for security. When he boxes 
nd bags tin1 fruit lie again has the- rai- 
ins ut} ample security for his boxes as 
ell. 
The raisins in his hands arc out of the 
ontrol of the owni'r. If the crop is well 
untiled by the pucker then the grower 
eceives Ins pay in which there may bo 
prolit or as in the past two years it 
nay prove to be a loss. 
The packer and commission merchant, 


E his pretentious arc not false, has a 
:no\v)cdgc of hit* husincsK. 
If he did 


iot so represent himself the (-rower 
vould not trust him to handle his rai- 
ins. Tho men are supposed to work 
ogether in the interest of tho growers. 
f they do not it is their fault and they 
hould Buffer and not the grower. 
Now it is known that the consumer 
iays a fair price for raisins while the 
rower receives less than the cost of pra- 
ucing. So while there !H loss to the 
rower there is a gain to the middle man 
Lauding some where between the pro- 
ucer and the consumer. 
This is a 


ain ovfr and above legitimate profits as 
lie grower gets less than big expenses, 
t is money taken from the pocket of the 
rower by parties trusted with his goods, 
n many cases it is bread and butter 
-akcii from Hie mouths of his children 


id in scores of cases it means tho till- 
ering up of mortgages and the loss of a 
lome and vineyardtt. lint all this occunj 
n the bunds of nnd by the incompetence 
f the trusted ngeiito. 
These commission men 
may usk. 


vhat are you Koing to do about it? 
Jnch for himself declares that heciin- 
iot control the others, and that hois 
ibliged to run in on the "deal" and H:IC- 
iilce the raisins lo Have his boxes and 
iis prolits on packing and his cummin- 
ions; HO that the grower's crop j-oen to 
ruaruntee and pay the packer's prollU.

The products of the country ami of 


,hc world are handled by ruiiiiiiiHsion 
nen, and to better advantage than is 
OBHlblo by the producer himself. It 
iwolvea great bread Hi of commercial 
iiiowlcdijc, and is uiil uf tlie line of the 
irodnci-r. 


While raifiiiiH were grown in older 
ountries alone and handled in the lines 
if established trade, the growers had no 
uch trouble as we have in this state at 
his time. Whatever hnnincsfl is done 
n California it would seem mu«t pnr- 
akc of the nature of a gumblo. 


We are a gambling people. Tho gold 


ininia drew an adventurous elussof pcc- 
»le to this coast, where they learned 
Kisincss on the stock gambling hoards, 
and where tlio gold miner's product was 
orralled just as the raisin grower's 
'rodnclis pocketed as fast as produced 
jy gamblers in minins. 


"Now, what are we lo do about it?" 


Well, having along tho road to Jericho, 
is of old, a dangerous class of mer- 
chants, we must get rid of these. If the 
>ackcr, co-operator and commission, 
uin't get rid of these, then wo must Bay 
10 is incompetent nnd should stand 
aside. Then "what? why, wo will wait 
intil Jericho comes up with horsemen 
ind spears and gold lo buy our raisins 
e.o.d. 
llut we would propose that two or 


nore packers agree to divide profits and 
osscs on raisins and costs of packing 
and marketing pro rntn. This would 
nake both parlies interested alike in 
uaintniniiig a proper price on raisins, 
Hid it would insure such packers llic 
intire pack.

Memories of 1871. 


On the last week in May each, year tho 


French socialists nro accustomed to cel- 
cbrato tho "bloody week," which wit- 
nessed tho downfall of tho Paris com- 
muno in 1871, tho killing of 213,000 of tho 
iuliubitanta and tho exiling of 60,000 
others. As early as I860, under Iho lead- 
ership of Gambottji aud tho moderate 
Republicans, a general amnesty was 
voted, with only fivo or sis exceptions, 
to tho participants of tho commune. It 
ia significant also that many of tho mu- 
nicipal regulations which the commu- 
nists demanded were afterward granted 
by tho chamber of deputies. 


"Bloody week" began on Sunday, May 


21, when tho Versailles troops entered 
Paris by a breach in tho fortification 
wall which tho national guards had neg- 
lected to defend. They came in by the 
Bois do Boulogne, and terrible street 
fights continued daily until on tho fol- 
lowing Sunday, May 28, Marshal Me- 
Million was in full possession of tho city 
and declared tho communo at an end. 
On May 23 tho Versailles troops cap- 
tured tho Central Market halls and 
threatened General Bergcrot, who was 
stationed at the Tinleries. Ho was 
forced to retire, blowing up and burning 
tho Tuilerics as lie left, but managed to 
save tho Louvre, which Bomo of his fol- 
lowers wished also to destroy. Tlic 
fighting was mostly done by national 
guardsmen against heavy odds and re- 
sulted in fearful slaughter; hence tho 
week 1ms obtained its name.—New York 
Ucrald.

miles wide and 1 ? miles long, yet esccjit 
n a few places it is solidly roofed over 
with a deposit of salt wMeh is getting 
thicker and thicker every year. 


Onr puidf, who is an old man, said 
hat he could remember when tho wilt 
crystals first began to gather upon the 
surface of the water. Year by year, 
owing to tho evaporation of tho water, 
tho crystals became moro numerous nnf 
then caked together till tills ffreat roof 
formed. 


In 1878 the water beneath thin nail 


crystal roof found an underground out 
lot into tho River Obi. This lowered UK 
lake's Burfaco about three feet, Iwiviiij 
Hint distance between tho water and tlu 
roof. 


Looking down through ofto of tin 


openings made for- tho purposo in th 
roof, wo paw a low Bided small boat 
Our guide put us ono nt a tiino into th 
boat. Wo lay flat on onr back am 
looked up at the curiously beautiful aal 
ceiling overhead. Wo propelled the boa 
by pushing with onr hands against th 
irregularities of tho roof. 


Tho guide, hold a long rnpo attached t 


the boat to prevent our going too far on 
getting lost—a thing ho snid it was ea« 
to do. 


Many springs mrround this lake 


Their water flows over tho roof an 
evaporates there, and thus continuall 
adds to its thickness. After many yews 
the sprinp? will probably become choke 
with their own deposits, and then tl 
whole will gradually become covcrei 
with earth, and so n groat salt mine wi 
bo formed—a trenwnro for tho Siberian 
hundreds of years to come.—Cor. Gc 
graphical Magazine.
